The Boardof Selectmen resumed 
meeting, after a brief vacation on 
Monday night, when Town Manager 
Sterling Morris returned from a 
four day session of the International 
City Managers Association, in Chi~ 
cago, Morris was part of a spe- 
cial committee, appointed to study 
the New England tax situation. 

Commander Ralph Zwicker of 
the American Legion, chairman 
of the Nov, 1ith parade commit- 
tee extended an invitation to the 
Selectmen to take part in that 
parade, on Veterans Day.

Station was read, and quickly dis- 
posed of, 

Anton’s Taxi applied for a trans~ 
fer of licenses of the Wilmington 
Cab Co., to take effect the first 
of the year, Mr, Antonovitch was 
Present with his mother, and the 
permits were okayed, subject to a 
letter from Mr Melvin saying that 
the sale has been consumated, The 
Rew company is planned to start 
on the first of the year, 


A hearing for eletric light and 


the ‘Veteran’s Housing’ on Wild- 
wood Street was held at 8:10 pm 
with no objectors, 

Gas was the subject for the next 


le Street, Represent 
atives, of the Lowell Gas Company 
assured the Selectmen that the in- 
stallation was temporary, until a 
gas main could be laid on Ballard- 


bids within a few weeks, 


Bridge Lane Route, and for the 
State DPW proposed bridge from 
the Eames Farm to Main Street, 

Boylen joked a little about the 
name of the first bridge, and then 
told the Selectmen that the Asses- 
sor’s informal reporton the valua~ 
tions of land which would have to 
be taken were just about the same 
for the two routes. 

The DPW bridge, which was 
called the Richmond Street bridge, 
because it would approach Main 
Street via what 1s now Richmond 
Street, would involve land damages 
of about $282,000, The Bridge 
Lane route would involve land da~ 
mages of about $285,000.

Postal Rates 
are Up » 


Postmaster William Lynch re- 
minded customers today that 
higher parcel post and catalog 
rates went into effect Saturday 
October 19, 

The rate increase will average 
10,6 per cent and in most cases 
will mean an additional ten cents 
postage per parcel, 

Under the new rates the mini- 
mum charge for local parce) de- 
livery will go from 40 to 50 cents 
The mimimum charge for par 
cels destined outside the local 
delivery area will be raised from 
50 to 60 cents, 

Almost all parcels that are 
charged up to $1,10 under present 
rates will go up 10 cents, This 
accounts for more than 80 per 
ent of all parcel post, Postmaster 
Lynch stated, 

There will be a 15-cent hike on 
most parcels now charged between 
$1.10 and $4, and a 20 cent in- 
crease on parcels now charged 
over $4, 

Parcel post rates are based on 
the weight of the package and the 
distance it is mailed, 

Higher rates for the delivery of 

and catalogsare required 
to bring revenue from this type of 
mail within four per cent of oper- 
ating costs, as réquired by law, 
Postmaster Lynch explained, The 
higher rates are désigned to put 
parcels and catalogs, which are

The Country Cousin Says: 


The League of Women Voters wish to 
make certain changes in the By-Laws of 
Wilmington, Changes and up~dating are long 
over due, 

One of the things the ladies can re~ 
commend, for example, is a provision for the 
up. dating of the Wilmington by-laws at re- 
gular periods - every five years, forexample 

The League also suggests that the size 
of the Town Meeting quorum be increased, 
This is one of those good ideas that is hard 
to come by, 

It brings up the story of the two Down 
East farmers who met on the church steps 
one Sunday morning, in late autumn, One 
says to the other ‘How’d the ‘taters turn 
out?? The other replied ‘Didn’t turn out - 
had to hoe ’em out’, 

That is just about what the League will 
have to do, to get the voters our for a larger 
quorum that that which is in use atthis time. 

However, the idea is well founded, A 
change is needed, In the past there have been 
times when a majority of the voters attending 
were Town Employees, and they got pretty 
much what they wanted, sometimes not in the 
best interest of the town, 

With large school expenditures, with 
changes in the town by-laws, and a few re- 
zoning articles, there should be enough con- 
troversy to ‘hoe ’em out’ at the next special 
and/or regular Town Meeting. 

Let the taxpayers be put on notice here 
and now that it is their money that 1s be! 

and unless they show up to protec! 
their interests in Town Meeting, the tax dol- 
lars will be spent, and maybe not to their 
liking, The next few Town Meetings will 
definitely hit the tax payers where it hurts 
them most, 

‘Town Meetings should be mobbed, but 
not just by the Town Employees, Some of 
the past meetings are what I call Shotgun 
Town Meetings, 

‘As a rule the elected officials, and the 
appointed officials are quite faithful in their 
attendance at Town Meetings, but the ladies 
of the LWV would like to enforce better at- 
tendance, perhaps, and less absenteeism on 
the part of boards and committees, 

‘There are, of course, sometimes exten~ 
uating circumstances and some valid reasons 
for absentees. This should be taken into 
consideration, by the LWVor any other group. 

The League, it should be noted, wants 


the Finance Committee to hold public hearings 
on all articles of the Warrant, and, so lam 
told the public should be given seven days 
notice prior to the hearing, This has its 
points, but is difficult, 

The League wants the recommendations 
of the Finance Committee to be mailed to 
all voters in the town, These changes, which 
the League wants, are already in the town’s 
by-laws, if I have read them correctly; viz 
Chapter 4, Page 16, Section 3 ~ having to do 
with public hearings ~ states that the Finance 
Committee shall give seven days notice prior 
to any town meeting on the articles in the 
warrant, and their recommendations, 

The Finance Committee is already oper- 
ating under the rules ofthe Town of Wiming- 
ton, the by-laws and the regulations of the 
Massachusetts Finance Committee Handbook, 
by Stuart, DeBard, a volume that is revised 
yearly. 

The League, too, seeks to have all 
appointments of town officers, board and 
committee members be specified as to the 
length of office, 

Here’s a good point! Start on the Per- 
manent Building Committee, 

Any committee that handles hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of the tax payers money 
the way they do should not be ‘permanent’, 
‘There is too much chance of a little ‘*hanky- 
panky’, with architects, contractors and sub- 
contractors, 

A committee appointed for not more than 
three years, with one or two changes at the 
end of each year, with no one re-appointed to 
succeed himself would be a way of shaking 
up the Permanent Building Committee, There 
are changes needed, How about an appoint- 
ment to that committee of some of the build- 
ers in town, The writer could name a dozen 
or so qualified to serve; some who know 
building. 


Remember, ‘Much Water goes by the 
mill, the miller knows not of 

Go ahead girls, get a larger quorum, 
get the public worked up enough to attend 
the Town Meetings, get some of the business 
men in town to attend, get the voters out, 

Let’s have some representation in the 
Town Meeting other than town employees, 
Let’s put the best interests of the town to 
the forefront, and run the town by the people, 
for all the people,
